At the conference table with the 
delegates sat two American repre­ 
sentatives Frank B. Kellogg, Amer­ 
ican ambassador to Great Britain 
and Col. James A. Logan, Jr., Amer­ 
ican observer with the reparation 
commission. 
Premier MacDonald in his open­ 
ing remarks made especial refer­ 
ence to the presence of the two 
Americans, who although not full 
delegates, indicated by their pres­ 
ence, he said, the good will of the 
United States and its co-operation 
in the effort to give effectiveness to 
the Dawes plan. 
Ambassador Kellogg in replying 
declared the Americans were pres­ 
ent in the same spirit of coopera­ 
tion and helpfulness as the allied

Declared Assailants Were 
Recognized By Him 
Before Shooting. 


John Burris .aged 27 years, who 
was shot by two unknown bandits 
Monday night, in a room 
at 109 Vfe 
West Second street, died at 4 o’clock 
this morning at St. Mary’s hospital, 
where he had been taken immediate­ 
ly following the shooting. 
Two bul­ 
lets entered his body, one entering 
his right shoulder, the other enter­ 
ing the right sid eof his adbominal 
cavity, and passing through his body, 
lodging in the left side. This bullet 
pierced nine holes in his intestines, 
and it was this shot which proved 
fatal. 
With Burris at the 
time 
of his 
death were his wife, his mother and 
father. T. J. Burris and brother, Por­ 
ter, of Prairie Home, Mo. 
The two bandits who entei^d the 
room in which Burris, “Doc” Raney, 
Fred Edwards, Willis Arnold and a 
man named Mitchell were “playing 
Ditch,” and who shot Burris when 
he refused to “line up” as ordered, 
are sail ai large. The officers, how*'- 
ever, have a good 
description 
of 
them, as they were recognized as 
the same two who were in Sedalia 
on July 4, and it is expected that 
they will be apprehended within a 
short time. A Kansas Citian, who 
was known to have been with them 
in Sedalia on July 4 was taken in 
custody

Tuesday, and is being questioned by 
the officers concerning the

abouts of his 
companions

fourth. 
Tuesday afternoon Prosecuting At­ 
torney S. W. James, in company with 
Dr. C. B. Trader visited Burris at 
the hospital, and obtained a state* 
ment from him as follows: 
“Fred Edwards, Doc Raney, Louis 
Arnold aud myself were playing a 
game of pitch. 
I was sitting with 
my back to the door when two men 
tame in the door and told us to stick 
up our hands. I turned ray head and 
saw them. 
I recognized them to be 
two men that I had seen about Seda- 
dalia about July 4.” 
“I struck one of the two men in 
the face with a pack of cards and 
jumped up to grapple with him when 
they both shot me. One of the men 
is dark complexioned while the other 
is a blond. The blond had his third 
and fourth finger off 
of his 
right 
hand.” 
“I can recognize the tw*o men if 
they were presented to me.” 
Dr. \V. J. Ferguson, acting coroner 
has ordered Constable A. M. Hamp­ 
ton to secure a jury for an inquest 
to be held at McLaughlin’s chapel at 
IO o'clock Thursday morning. 
The body of 
the 
deceased 
was 
taken to McLaughlin's Chapel, and 
Thursday will be taken to Boonville, 
his former home, where funeral cer­ 
vices will be held, and burial made. 
The shooting occurred in a build­ 
ing formerly a part of the Pehl hold­ 
ings, but now owned and conducted 
by others.

York 
Friday, 
July 18, for Halifax, the Milwaukee 
will take aboard an advance officer
